Of Dr. J. B. RoBards Passes 
Away Henderson¬ 
ville, N. C. 


I Dr. W. B. RoBards died : suddenly wt 
his home at Hendersonville, N. C., 
last Monday. He had been in ill health 
for quite a number of years, but hia 
death was not expected, and came as 
a severe shock to his family and 
friends. Dr. J. B. RoBardawand wife 
and Mr. Robert RoBards, upon receipt 
of the telegram announcing the death 
of their father, left at once for Hen¬ 
dersonville. They were joined at Leb¬ 
anon by Dr. Richard RoBards, of . 
Gravel Switch. 

The deceased was born and reared 
in Boyle county where until aj few 
years ago he practiced his profession. 
He was a man of many excellent traits 
of character, and numbered his friends 
by his acquaintances. The people of 
Boyle county where he was known and 
loved will remember him as an able 
physician, and a kind and noble man. 

Besides Dr. RoBards. of this place, 
and Dr. Richard RoBards, of Gravel 
Switch, tbe deceased leaves a wife, 
one other son and three daughters. A 
son-in-law of Dr. RoBards’ died sud¬ 
denly at Hendersonville about three 
weeks ago. 

The deceased was a consistent Chris¬ 
tian, being a member of the Methodist 
church. The interment occurred at 
Hendersonville. 

Death of Rev. Edrington. 

Rev. James L. Ed ring ton was born 
near Campbellsville, Taylor county, in 
1836, and died on the farm on which he 
was bom Oct. 27, 1906. 

He joined the Louisville Conference 
M. E. Church South in the fall of 1859. 
For forty-seven years he has been go¬ 
ing up and down the bounds of *the 
Conference preaching the gospel of tbe 
son of God. 

He was a man whom everybody res¬ 
pected and loved. Children, middle- 
aged and old telt that in Bro. taring- 
ton they had a friend. Thousands were 
won to Christ under his ministry. He 
preached on the Springfield circuit for 
four, years, and was later stationed at 
Lebanon.

There were eight preachers present 
and a great concourse of friends, all 
anxious to testify to their respect »or 
the memory of this noble man of God.

poncy bad contributed to the creation 
of the surplus.

SCHOLARSHIPS 


Louisville, Ky.— "Scholarships have 
become a mere graft," declared Rev 
Dr F. W Hlnltt, of Danville. In his 
report on Qeniral university, at the 
session of the Kentucky Synod of the 
Presbyterian church, and be proceed¬ 
ed to substantiate his remarks by cit¬ 
ing instances of letters that he had 
received from various persons, asking 
for a scholarship and saying that they 
had been offered this or that Induce¬ 
ment by some other Institution.

Now can B secure a divorce and can S 
lawfully recover^ damages of any one 
for furnishing B a house, and can S 
compel B to return to another house S 
has bought since B went away? 

Ans—T he only ground for divorce 
stated would be “confirmed habit of 
drunkenness of one year's duration.’’ 
If this could not be proven the suit 
would fail. S could obtain a divorce 
after November 20, 1906, on the ground 
of abandonment. I see no grounds for 
damages for S against any one furnish¬ 
ing B a home. However, he could not 
be made to support away from him. 
He cannot compel her to return to him. 
There is no law to compel a wife to live 
with her husband if she does not choose 
to do so.—Farmers Home Journal.
